Hall, of the army, was made public 
today.

June 30. 1!H)3. 29,2711 men, as follows: 


13S officers, of whom 25 were killed in 


notion and died of wounds or disease;

of whom R37 were 


killed in nation or died of wounds or 
disease, the 
remainder 
representing 


men discharged for expiration of term 
of service, for disability, by sentence 
of court martial, desertions and retire- 
ments- 


Over one half of the report 
is 
de- 


voted lo the militia and it gives a de- 
tailed account of the \forking of the 
act to promote the efficiency of the 
militia, passed at the last session of 
congress. 


Inspections of the several militia or- 


ganizations, the report says, were be- 
gun on April 2S. l!to;t, and 
completed 


about the first of July. The total num- 
ber of the organized militia, including 
officers of every rank and grade, was 
usctM-uiine.d to be 116,5-12. 


Regarding the dependable 
strength 


of the militia in timo of national peril, 
the adjutant general states that "al- 
though the obligation of officers and 
men of the militia to respond promptly 
to a sudden call of the president has 
been on the statute hooks more than 
a hundred years, and of the organized 
militia or national guard for nearly 40, 
and the neglect to so respond is pun- 
ishable by such penalties as a court- 
martial may 
direct,

nlnrin when the apparatus does tint go out fifty cents. 


Tinder such an arrangement it is plainly absurd to say that a fireman Is 


off duty when he spends a day at home. He is relied upon for serviee 
in case of an alarm just the same as If he were at the station, so that there 
Is but little "offnesK" about it. 


There arc four Sundays in a month when all other rity employes rest 


or go where thfy ploafe. Most of the other rity employes work but eight 
hours and have besides a half holiday on Saturday during the summer, if 
not throughout the year. 


The firemen work twenty-four hours a day and have the privilege on 


three days a month of awaiting ali.rms at their homes, Instead of at their 
respective stations. They want this slight privilege extended to 
four days 


and it would be n gross injustice if their request he not granted. 


These firemen have families like other men and like other men much of 


their attention is required about 
their houses, but they 
are 
limited to 


their meal hours and the three days a month. 


Their life closely resembles* imprisonment, as they are night and day

report of the acting adjutant general 
Hall, of the army, was made public 
today. 
\ 


The actual strength of the army 


October 15, 1903, was 3,3Kl officers and 
55,500 enlisted men. There were lost 
to the army during the year 
ended 


June 30. 190S, 29,279 men, as follows: 


138 officers, of whom 25 were killed in 


action and died of wounds or disease; 
28,141 enlisted men of whom 837 were 
killed in action or died of wounds or 
disease, the 
remainder 
representiiiK 


men discharged for expiration of term 
of service, for disability, by sentence 
of court mnrthil, desertionijmd retire- 
ments- 


Over one half of the report 'is de- 


voted to the militia and it gives a de- 
tailed account of the ^forking of the 
act to promote the efficiency of the 
militia, passed at the last session of 
congress. 


Inspections of the several militia or- 


ganizations, the report says, were be- 
gun on April 2$, 11)03, and 
completed 


about the flrpt of July. The total num- 
ber of the organized militia, including 
officers of every rank and grade, was 
ascertained to be 110,542. 


Regarding the dependable 
strength 


of the militia In time of national peril, 
1ho adjutant general states that "al- 
though the obligation of officers} and 
men of the militia to respond promptly 
to a sudden call of the president has 
been on the statute books more than 
a hundred years, and of the organized 
mlllUa or natinnnl guard for nearly 40, 
arid the neglect to so respond is pun- 
ishable by such penalties as a court- 
martial may 
direct, 
experience 
has 


shown that this obligation Is a theory 
rather than a fact. Without going far- 
ther back than the late war \vith Spain, 
the proportion of membership of ml- 
• itla organizations who have actually 
responded to such calls of the president 
has borne a very small proportion to 
those actually borne on the company 
rolls." 


Eliminating thp men unfit for mili- 


tary service and those unable to go .to 
the front for logical reasons, the report 
nays that only about 80 of the original 
company is a fair estimate of the num- 
ber of men in each company that were 
finally received into the service of the 
United States. 


Continuing, 
the 
adjutant general 


Ptaten thnt there is an explicable op- 
position on the part of the. employers 
of permitting their employes who are 
members of the national guard to leave 
their work to participate in drills, en- 
campments and target 
practice, 
as 


well as in responding to rails for nrr- 
vlce from the state for the suppres- 
sion of disturbances.

The adjutant general adds: .''In some 


cities of Virginia, Georgia and Loulsl- 
nnfi, the newspapers have prejudiced 
the minds of the militiamen by their 
distorted views. The fear is expressed 
in some southern communities that un- 
der the president's order, 
while 
na- 


tional guardsmen might be compelled 
to serve under a colored commander 
and still others believe that they are 
state troops and should not be ordered 
for duty outside the state."

will vanish." 


It is recommended that provision be

Over one hnlf of the report 'Is de- 


voted to the militia and it gives a de- 
tailed account of the vf or king of the 
act to promote the efficiency of the 
militia, passed at the last session of 
congress. 


Inspections of the several militia or- 


ganizations, the report says, were be- 
gun on April 25, 1J)03, and 
completed 


about the first of July. The total num- 
ber of the organized militia, including 
officers of every rank and srade, was 
ascertained to be 110,542. 


Regarding the dependable strength 


nf the militia In time of national peril, 
the adjutant general states that "al- 
though the obligation of Qfflcenj and 
men of the militia to respond promptly 
to a sudden call of the president has 
been on the statute books more than 
a hundred years, and of the organized 
militia or national guard for nearly 40, 
find the neglect to so respond is pun- 
ishable by such penalties as a court- 
martial may 
direct, 
experience 
has 


shown that this obligation is a theory 
rather than a fact. Without going far- 
ther back than the late war with Spain, 
the proportion of membership of ml- 
lilla organizations who have actually 
responded to such calls of the president 
has borne a very small proportion to 
those actually borne on the company 
rolls." 


Eliminating the men unfit for mili- 


tary service and those unable to go.to 
the front for logical reasons, the report! 
Bays that only about 30 of the original i 
company is a fair estimate of the num- 
ber of men in each company that were 
finally received Into the service of the 
United fitntes.

position on the part of the employers

Neither is it the province of the United Ptaten to destroy thia republic, in the 
interests of Colombia, Events in the isthmus h^ve pimped themselves In 
our favor, nml when the next sennto tro-nty is made the Republic of Panama . 
will be the grantor, and it is likely that the conditions, if not the price to be 
paid, will he more to our liking than those of the Hay-Herran treaty. 


THE FIREMEN'S DEMAND. 


Tt Is difficult to conceive how any argument can bp adduced against the 


petition in favor of granting the firoinen four days a month off. 


If "days off" m<vmt that the firemen could tret, off in turn and disregard 


all the alarms that might be pounded In lh"lr absence then there might be 
some ren.ponab!'1 oh.iection upon fhe cround thnt the department would be 
crippled. Rut while the firomon off duty are ohlic^d to rr-spond to alarms 
snmo as when on duty, there can bo no valid reason for refusing to give them 
four days a month off. 


The only difference is that if they were nt the station Instead nf at 


homo they might do the choree, but tho house duty is not PO heavy nn that 
It rnnnnt be done by the men who remain after letting out one at a time in 
their turn. 


U a fireman "off-duty" fails to respond to nn alarm when the apparatus 


of his station goon out bo is fined one dollar, and for fMlure to respond to an 
alarm when the apparatus does not ?;o out fifty routs. 


Under such an arrangement it is plainly absurd to srvy that a fireman Is 


off duty when he spends a day at home. He is relied upon for service 
In case of an alarm just the same as if he were at the station, so that there 
Is but little "offness" about it. 


There are four Sundays in a month when all other city employes 'rest 


or go where they please. Most of the other city employes work but eight 
hours find have besides a half holiday on Saturday during the summer, if 
not throughout the year. 


The firemen work twenty-four hours a day and have the privilege on 


three days a month of awaiting al.'.rnis at their homos, instead of at tlielr 
respective stations. They want this slight privilege extended to 
four 
days 


and It would be a gross injustice If their request be not granted. 


These firemen have families like other men and like other men much of 


their attention is required about their houses, bin they are 
limited to 


their menl hours and the three days a month. 


Their life closely resembles imprisonment, as they are night and day 


neparated from their families with the exception of the three days men- 
tioned. 


If-they ashed for n day a month with exemption from 
responding 
to 


alarms, common fairness and justice would dictate the granting of their de- 
mand, hut they do not go so far; they an- willing still to remain on duty 3fi|j 
day* In the year. It would bo simply outrageous to refuse their demand for 
Another day with their families so far as the absence of active service with 
their roKpective stations will permit.

William Henry "White, one of Low- 


ell's leading citizens and businessmen 
died suddenly this morning at his farm 
In Plttsfleld, N. H, 
The deceased waa 


4 years of age.

Mass., Oct. 26, 1829. 
He received his 


early education in the common ele 
mentary schoola of Woburn and Win- 
chester,

ticed as a machinist,

Lime he persistently pursued his stud- 
ies in geometry and draughting, af- 
'er which h& accepted a position In the 
locomotive shops of the Boston & Lowell 
railroad at East Cambridge, Mass., nnd 
later for a while wns employed as nn 
engineer between Boston and Lowell. 
He then accepted a position as assist- 
int master mechanic at Hornellsvlllp, 
N. Y., nd then at Dunkirk, N. Y., (ter- 
minus at that time) of the New York 
and Erie railroad. 


He waa the flrst man to occupy and 


put in working order 
the 
extensive 


works known for niany years as the 
Brooks Locomotive works. 
While 


there he was offered 
a 
partnership 


n the then very profitable business of 
purchasing and 
sawing all 
foreign 


woods for furniture, pianos and other 
various work, with a mill in Winches- 
ter, Mass., and salesroom in Boston. 


The mill In Winchester was a few 
vears later destroyed by fire. Selling 
hla Interest In that business he then 
urned his attention to the leather bus- 
ness, and soon was Induced by a Bos- 
.on firm to locate nnd build in Mun- 
real an 
extensive 
modern 
tannery 


vith complete equipments. This was 
nost satisfactorily 
accomplished, 
lo- 


cating at the Junction of the Lachlne 
Canal and Grand Trunk railroad. He 
remained with the 
firm 
about 
five 


years nnd returning to this statn he lo- 
cated In Lowell in 1863, and began the 
manufacture of leather. 


The force employed at first wns very 


small, only himself nnd one or two 
ineu. The business was RrAduatly in- 
creased, for the goods made were of 
a character to be well appreciated by 
Lhe best trade nnd it 
gradually in- 


creased In its details years by yenr. 
He had associated with him n brother 
nnd later a Mr- Kilburn of Boston, and 
established a salesroom in Boston, un- 
der the name of White Bros. & Kil- 
burn, and Inter Mr. Kilburn retiring, 
a son ot each partner wns admitted, 
forming the firm of White 
Uros. & 


Sons, who continued business for BGV- 
tral years. This partnership came to 
an end by purchase In 38S7. Mr White 
and his son, E. L., formed a partner- 
ship then by admitting two other sons 
H. 1C. and W. T. White under the name 
cf White Bros. & Co. Within severa' 
years the above firm consolidated with 
other leather companies and

of his station goes nut bo is fined one dollar, and for failure to respond to an 
alarm when the apparatus does not KO out fifty cents. 


TTnder such an arrangement it is plainly absurd to sny that a fireman Is 


off duty when he spends a day nt home. lie is relied upon for service 
In case of an alarm just the same as if he were at the station, so that there 
is but little "offness" about it. 


There ore four Sundays tn a month when all other city employes rest 


or go where they please. Most of the other city employes work but eight 
hours and have besides a half holiday on Saturday during the summer, if 
not throughout the year. 


The firaiiL'n work twenty-four hours a day and have the privilege on 


three days a month of awaiting alarms at their homes, Instead of nt their 
respective stations. They want this slight privilege extended to 
four 
days 


nnd It would be a gross Injustice If their request be not granted. 


These firemen have families like other men and like other men much ot 


their attention is required about their houses, but they are 
limited to 


their meal hours and the three days Ji month. 


Their life closely resembles Imprisonment, as they nre night nnd day 


separated from their families with the exception of the three days men- 
tioned.

RIVER MEANS 


President Golden Surprised 


lit Action

FALL RIVER. Nov. 12.—John Gol- 


den, president of the United Textile 
Workers of America, expressed himself 
yesterday as 
surprised at the an- 


nouncement of the new schedule. He 
said he had heard many rumors re- 
cently but had not believed that the 
manufacturers would really cut 
the 


wages of 
the 
operatives. He had 


thought that the manufacturers had 
long since learned that such a pro- 
cedure would be futile and the result 
far from satisfactory. 
He added: 


"I believe a reduction in wages al- 


ways reacts unfavorably 
upon 
the 


manufacturers. It is hard to tell what 
their help will do. 
The 
operatives 


have struggled along after having en*- 
dured hardships and privations neces- 
sitated by the curtailment made in dif- 
ferent mills, and If 
a cut down 
is 


forced upon them now, it may serve to 
embitter them and call forth strenuous 
action." 


Mr. Golden said he appreciated the 


condition of the cotton market, but he 
could not see how the cutting of wages 
would help matters, as it -would have 
a tendency to cut the price of cloth 
and not to strengthen the market. With 
prices down and the market dull, man- 
ufacturers would be In always identi- 
cally the same position that they now 
occupy and so might argue that a fur- 
ther reduction would be the only relief 
for the new situation. He.said he had 
not been formally notified of the ac- 
tion of the mill agents, but that a 
meeting of the emergency committee 
and also the textile council would'be 
held soon. There will hardly be time 
for the usual formalities on the part 
of the operatives before the new wage 
schedule goes into effect. When mat- 
ters of this sort come up the textile 
council meets and the members sug- 
gest that action be taken by the indi- 
vidual unions. After the unions have 
met and taken action the textile coun- 
cil reconvenes and carries 
out 
the 


wishes of the majority as expressed by 
a vote of the different unions. 
In this 


Instance it Is,likely that special meet- 
Ings will be held and even then It is 
doubtful If definite action by the oper- 
atives can bo reached before November 
23 nt which time the new schedule will 
become operative. 


It is estimated that the reduction In 


wages will cost the operatives In this 
city something over 
J23.000 
weekly. 


This amount covers the loss to opera- 
tives In all the cloth mills, Including 
the Iron Works, but does not Include 
the Globe Yarn. KBIT Thread and San- 
ford Spinning Co. mills.
